5. Tire apllicalion should be submitted by the Bank at the aforesaid office on the 21 st May, 2002 

Date of Issue 

6 The date of issue of Government Stock will be the 21 st May, 2002. 

Payment for the stock 

7. The payment for the Government Stock by the Bank on the 21 st May, 2002 will include accrued interest on the 
nominal value of the stock apllied for from the date of commencement of the tenure of the Government Stock, 1 e , the 3rd 
May, 2002.

8.. The Government Stock will be of ten year tenure commencing from the 3rd May, 2002. 

Interest 

9 Interest at the rate of 7.40 per cent, per annum will accrue on the nominal value of the Government Stock from the 
date of commencement of the tenure of the stock and will be paid half yearly on 3rd November and 3rd May, 

Date of Repayment 

10. The Government Stock will be repaid at par on the 3rd May, 2012. 

Transferability of Government Stock 

11. Notwithstanding what is stated in paragraph 2 hereinabove, there will be no restriction on the transfer of the 
Government Stock by the Bank in favour of any other person including banks, corporations or any other body and the 
transferee of such security would also be entitled to hold and transfer the same in such manner.
